Re: Support with Amendments to Senate Bill (SB) 104 - Labor and Employment - 
Apprenticeship 2030 Commission and Representation on the Apprenticeship 
and Training Council 

 
Independent Electrical Contractors (IEC) Chesapeake represents more than 150 electrical 
contractors who employ nearly 15, 000 workers. Most importantly, for purposes of this 
amendment request IEC Chesapeake has approximately 1,000(approximately nine percent of the 
statewide total) apprentices. As one of the three largest apprenticeship programs in Maryland, IEC 
Chesapeake is seeking an amendment to SB 104.  
 
IEC Chesapeake is seeking an amendment to SB104 that would allow it and its fellow merit shop 
organizations to have the opportunity to serve on the Apprenticeship 2030 Commission. It is 
important to note that the number of apprentices in Maryland are nearly equally split between 
union and non-union entities.
